The guest honor and principal speaker was 
Ernest John Russell, President the Institute, 
whom were most happy have with us, and 
his concise, sincere, and altogether human remarks 
were followed with keen interest the gathering, 
augmented score more who had come 
assist after the dinner. Daland Chandler, 
president the Boston Society, occupied the chair, 
prefacing his introductions stating that the pri- 
mary purpose the meeting was: (a) enlist 
the interest those about embark the troubled 
and turbulent seas architectural practice—the 
upper classmen the schools Architecture; (b) 
the younger men the profession who had already 
embarked and found themselves betwixt the Scyllas 
and Charybdises the getting jobs and the doing 
them, and (c) the so-called established prac- 
titioners, who dazed and bewildered, are wondering 
what that they have established.

emphatically. kindred souls, those two. 
love see Bill (everybody seems call him 
that, trust pardon the liberty,) action 
the Convention floor. seemed like listen- 
ing debate between Daniel Webster and Kubla 
Khan, and that Jack and Bill were both going 
the hill, but from different sides. There are many 
rolling stones trip the unwary may they 
meet the top. 

would difficult adequately quote the re- 
marks without giving them substantially full,— 
only wish you could all have heard them,—but 
one illuminating statement the President’s should 
taken heart every member the Institute.

bright and early Wednesday morning 
11:56. The President the Institute, the Presi- 
dent the Boston Chapter, and the Regional 
Director the New England Division,—most 
orotund and mouth-filling the local 
Deux Magots for hair the dog and cup 
clam boullion, after which they sank back 
the luxuriously upholstered chairs the partially 
air-conditioned Parlor Car attached the regular 
one-fifteen Portland Express. The journey was 
without incident, all three dozing quietly with 
occasional cigarette between dozes. John Thomas, 
who had spent the early morning hours navigating 


his barque through the mists and fog the New- 
buryport turnpike, was hand greet the 
Portland Station, and saw safely installed 
the Lafayette Hotel, the meeting place the new- 
born Chapter.

ECAUSE the term “town planning” has 
come mean many things different 
people, has almost become meaningless 

name for the art planning towns. Especially 
England the term has become generic one, 
designate all activities that lie within the scope 
town planning legislation. These activities are 
mainly concerned with developing system 
standardised planning according rules model 
clauses, rather than with developing creative 
design meet the special conditions any place, 
time and circumstances. The preparation and 
carrying out plans, with the centralised admin- 
istrative machinery under which these operations 
are controlled, gradually making town planning 
merely extension the by-law system for 
controlling development. becomes more and 
more the name for desirable that 
another name found for the technique town 
planning art and science. 

The name “civic design” already use 
Liverpool University and perhaps better exists 
define the art distinct from the mere act 
legalised system town planning. 


Tue THE ARCHITECT 
Town PLANNING 


well recognise this distinction and seek 
establish “civic design” the name for those 
aspects town planning which the architect 
interested. Since 1910, when the Royal Institute 
called together eminent architects and others 


what has remained the greatest town planning 


conference held this century, the place the 
architect the town planning system this 
country has been weakened, or, least, not been 
strengthened. put advisory committees 
panels help town planners and local auth- 
orities aesthetic questions connected with 
buildings. This, however, limits his function 
criticising and suggesting modifications building 
design rather than taking part collaborator 
making complete civic design. 

one phase town planning, which, curiously 
enough, not generally recognised part the 
town planning system, the architect still has 
employed the dominant person. designs 


the public and semi-public buildings and, some 
cases, permitted plan government and civic 
centres towns. The civic centres Cardiff 
and Southampton are examples comprehensive 
planning within limited boundaries, and the new 
government centre Edinburgh another. But 
such groups are designed either selected archi- 
tects competition, and the whole design 
carried out without any collaboration between 
the architect and those who are making the so- 
called “Town Planning Scheme.” Either both 
the local authority and the architect keep the 
question the design the public buildings 
distinct from the town plan. This the general 
experience, although there may instances 
the contrary. 

inevitable that our town planning must 
continue piecemeal and lacking true 
artistic qualities when the related parts towns 
are dealt with different professional groups— 
one dealing with the architecture the principal 
buildings, one with the engineering problems 
highway and street planning, and one, comprising 
town planning officers, dealing with zoning regu- 
lations relation limited parts the archi- 
tectural and street planning that are allowed 
come under their jurisdiction. 

Professor Reilly says where the architect, 
using the word its broadest meaning, should 
stand, rather than where does stand, when 
writes follows:— 


vast areas are everywhere being cleared, 
replanned and rebuilt, not gain better return 
for any individual, but better life for whole 
sections the community. Towns complete 
units are being zoned to-day for their occupation, 
factories here, dwellings there, while their life 
and efficiency seen depend the plan 
their road structure. The town planner, who 
merely the architect writ large, the architect that 
thinking larger units, becoming amongst 
more and more the master mind, whatever 
name may given.”* 

not know where any such large schemes 
replanning and rebuilding are being carried out 
England, nor where comprehensive and effective 
zoning being done architect engineer town 


Listener, November 1934, page 758. 
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planners, although there are widespread efforts 
developing the system planning. 

not purpose criticise present con- 
ditions assign blame for the lack architectural 
collaboration town planning. merely draw 
attention the fact that are get co- 
ordinated design the rebuilding towns, 
must have more emphasis architectural phases 
and more collaboration from trained architects 
the whole field town planning. 

For the key-note what needed town 
planning one has turn from voluminious expert 
statements the few words spoken His 
Majesty the King opening the Royal Institute 
building. They are worth repeating over and 
over again:— 

“To-day, the importance co-ordination 
the whole field building becomes ever more 
clearly recognised, the great task the Royal 
Institute make the profession architecture 
increasingly useful the community. age 
when millions men and women spend their 
lives world streets, the shaping these 
calls for thought, skill and imagination. Every 
shop city hall, forms part prospect 
which many eyes will rest; and the designer 
the humblest dwelling has duty not only 
those who live it, but those who pass by. 

“The provision better homes for very many 
people urgent social need which the 
Institute has taken deep interest. The subject 
one for experts with wide knowledge and 
broad outlook. 

“Your members have also given consideration 
the problems raised the rapid spread 
building along new roads and country places 
special beauty. focus the collective thought 
the profession questions such these one 
the many services rendered the Institute.” 

Here have the proper understanding civic 
design which the city street conceived 
composition both buildings and surfaces 
open areas, and leads the logical conception 
the town and its expanding suburbs being 
primarily grouping buildings combined with 
ways and parks designed serve the uses 
the buildings, rather than grouping 
highways and streets along whose frontages 
permit more less incongruous development 
building occur. this latter conception that 
governs most town planning effort to-day, and 
leads both the error traffic experts placing 
the chief blame for ribbon development owners 
land alone, instead the combination 


defective highway planning, lack proper organi- 
sation the functional arrangement towns and 
haphazard building. 

far has admitted that town plan- 
ning efforts have failed bring more order, 
convenience and beauty into our towns, not 
money planning, but rather certain defects 
the line approach that followed and 
failure employ art planning. True art 
consistent with true economy, and the want 
the first has led wasteful disorder and ex- 
travagance. get more art planning must 
have more collaboration between the architect 
and the municipal engineer developing code 
principles govern the preparation town 
planning schemes, and more discretion given 
men that are trained town plan apply their 
intelligence the solution problems. 


AcTION THE INSTITUTE 


The questions raised this article should 
considered both the Town Planning Institute 
and the The action the two bodies 
should cooperative and not conflicting. More 
architects should interest themselves 
I., and the system town planning 
pursued this country. When they have the 
opportunity design groups public buildings, 
architects should draw attention the impor- 
tance relating these groups the general 
plan the town which they are situated—and 
the same applies large housing and slum 
clearance schemes. 

There need also for action within the Institute 
itself, and this action that most urgent. 
should form Standing Committee Civic 
Design which should devote itself the con- 
sideration the problem the relation the 
architect town planning should be. 
should prepare statement principles 
guide teaching civic design and basis 
for advising Parliament and Local Authorities 
question policy. The whole question the 
relation the architect town planning needs 
how lead where now has follow. There 
need conflict with any part the existing 
organisation within the Institute. The present 
Town Planning Committee the Institute has 
connection with current problems arising under 
existing town planning legislation and practice. 
The suggested Committee Civic Design should 
free any duties with current problems 
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except far needs study them order 
arrive sound conclusions principles. 
should co-operate with the Standing Committees 
Art and Science, but confine its attention 
the design towns. should set out discover 
how secure coordination the building 
towns all phases their development and 
means communication. 

not enough claim for the architect that 
his training design and the exercise fore- 
sight are more needed town planning. has

harmony and orderly pattern out what must 
otherwise chaos conflicting demands and 
interests. Men’s minds differ widely, and few 
men can combine the high degree scientific 
accuracy needed many the separate specialist 
requirements with that degree concentration 
the relationship things, rather than their 
properties, which the Designer must cultivate 
higher order. 

Art meant the finding beautiful 
expression for the environment the com- 
munity, then would say that this cannot any 
sense dissociated from the use and convenience; 
and less essential any complete 
design. 

Art cannot compounded mixture, like 
chemical 

per cent Utility add per cent 
Art one case; per cent Art add per 
cent Utility another. Beauty must grow out 
the beautiful satisfaction the utilities, the 
pleasure use will grow out the harmony with 
which this satisfaction attained. 

Use and Beauty are sense the same thing. 
They are simply inseparable parts any com- 
plete and harmonious solution problem 
design. the man who can contribute this 
element design over the wide range covered 
Town Planning that most urgently needed. 
While must gratefully accept him, whence- 
ever may come, are more likely find him 
among those who have been long trained the 
principles design; that is, among the Architects,

The Octagon property historic monument, 
relieve taxation, and locate the active 
headquarters the Institute adjoining 
building, office space elsewhere the city 
Washington.

National Resources Board Proposes Gigantic Program. 


The National Resources Board has submitted 
its first report the President. The report 
carries this significance: the first attempt 
our National history make inventory our 
National assets and the problems related 
thereto. draws together for the first time, also, 
the foresight the various planning agencies 
the government and suggests method for future 
cooperation. 

The Board does not propose economic plan 
the usual sense that term. Rather, deals 
with conservation and utilization natural 
resources, the creation permanent public 
works administration and the establishment 
national planning board. The latter would co- 
ordinate the various projects recommended and 
also would authorized plan for the future. 
The whole comprehensive program, appears, 
ically and completely the slack business activity 
and employment times depression. 

The federal machinery proposed carry out 
the program (1) the creation under the board 
permanent land planning section and per- 
manent water planning section; (2) the estab- 
lishment permanent Public Works Adminis- 
tration prepare six-year budget construc- 
tive longer-range program public works; 
(3) the establishment national planning 
board consisting five members appointed 
the President serve general staff.
